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ACCEPTING DONATION FROM TRI-ISLE ON BEHALF OF THE
WILL SMITH FOUNDATION TO THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS AND
RECREATION

The Committee is in receipt of County Communication No. 08-154, from the Director of Parks and
Recreation, transmitting a proposed resolution entitled “AUTHORIZING ACCEPTANCE OF
DONATION OF A JET SKI, TRAILER, AND OTHER ACCESSORIES FROM TRI-ISLE
RESOURCE CONSERVATION & DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL, INC., ON BEHALF OF THE
WILL SMITH FOUNDATION, TO THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS AND RECREATION,
COUNTY OF MAUI, PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 3.56, MAUI COUNTY CODE”. The purpose of
the proposed resolution is to authorize the acceptance of a donation of a jet ski, trailer, and other
accessories, collectively valued at $13,666.54, to the Department of Parks and Recreation.

PROHIBITING THE USE OF NON-BIODEGRADABLE PLASTIC BAGS

The Committee is in receipt of the following:

1. County Communication No. 07-232, from Councilmember Michael J. Molina, transmitting a draft
bill prohibiting certain businesses from providing non-biodegradable plastic bags and requiring the
use of environmentally-preferred alternatives.

2. Correspondence dated May 16, 2008, from Councilmember Molina, requesting revisions to the
definitions contained within the proposed Section 20.18.020.

3. Correspondence dated July 16, 2008, from the Department of the Corporation Counsel,
transmitting a revised proposed bill entitled “A BILL FOR AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING
A NEW CHAPTER 20.18, MAUI COUNTY CODE, PERTAINING TO PLASTIC BAG
REDUCTION”. The purpose of the revised proposed bill is to prohibit businesses from providing
plastic bags not specifically designed and manufactured for multiple reuse to their customers at the
point of sale and encourage the use of environmentally-preferred alternatives beginning
January 11, 2011.

The Committee may consider whether to recommend passage of the revised proposed bill on first

reading, with or without further revisions. The Commitiee may also consider the filing of County

Communication No. 07-232 and other related action.
